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Greenbelt Fire and Rescue Squad Opposes 
County Plan on Fees for Ambulance Runs

“We feel we can’t support 
it,” said Greenbelt’s fire 
chief, Michael Dutton, when 
questioned about County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening’s 
controversial proposal to 
charge fees for emergency 
ambulance service to the 
hospital. The fees — $50 
for a trip in a Basic Life 
Support (BLC) ambulance 
and $75 in a Mobile Inten¬ 
sive Care Unit (MICU) — 
would be mandatory for all 
fire and rescue departments 
in the county that receive 
county funds. This would 
include Greenbelt. 

The fee-for-service concept is 
a response to the county’s desire 
to increase the number of 
MICUs from four to 12. MICUs, 
which are staffed by paramedics, 
offer advanced life-saving tech- 
niques, particularly for cardiac- 

Update on New Co-op

At last Friday’s meeting of 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative, 
Inc., it was reported that a very 
encouraging meeting had been 
held with Jim Gibbons, president 
of Consumers United Insurance 
Company. The new Co-op was 
exploring the possibility of bor¬ 
rowing money to help buy the 
local Co-op food store, pharmacy 
and service station. 

The 20-year-old insurance com¬ 
pany is owned by its employees, 
limits its profits to a maximum 
of 5 % per year, and sells only to 
non-profit associations and co¬ 
operatives. It has a policy of 
investing its reserves in the com¬ 
munities from which it receives 
its premium income. 

The membership drive in the 
new Co-op is well underway. 
Membership is $100; subscriber 
status costs $10. The maximum 
membership amount accepted is 
$200. Members are eligible to 
provide loan capital to the new 
organization. Capital loans will 
pay G e /c interest; there is no 
maximum. Merchandise certifi¬ 
cates are also available. 

All receipts from membership 
capital and loan capital will be 
held in a savings account in the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union 
and none of it will be used until 
the purchase of the existing fa¬ 
cilities takes place. If the purchase 
does not take place, the member¬ 
ship and loan capital will be re¬ 
turned. 

As of February 27 membership 
was up to 180 and membership 
capital was over $25,000. The 
new Co-op’s initial goal is $60,- 
000 in membership capital by 
March 31. Volunteers are staf¬ 
fing the membership desk in the 
Co-op Supermarket from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. on Sundays, and 10 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. the rest of the week. 

The new Co-op meets every 


arrest victims. The present four 
units are located in the Brent¬ 
wood, Silver Hill, Laurel and 
Bowie-Hillandale areas of the 
county, which are populated by 
large numbers of senior citizens. 
“Forty percent of the county 
residents don't have advanced life 
support,” stated Tony deStefano, 
spokesperson for the county’s fire 
department. 

The proposed 8 additional units 
are expected to cut emergency 
response time from approximate¬ 
ly 15 to seven minutes by 1987. 
With the additional units, deSte¬ 
fano commented, a MICU can be 
stationed in the Branchville area, 
reaching Greenbelt in 4-5 min¬ 
utes. 

According to Tim Ayers, 
spokesperson for the county ex¬ 
ecutive, each MICU costs approx¬ 
imately $292,950 to buy, equip 
and staff. The county estimates 
that 200 lives per year can be 
saved by the eight MICUs sup- 
plemented by an aggressive cam- 

805 Petition Dine 

Over 200 signatures were re¬ 
ceived by the Save Our Services 
(iSOS) Committee in the first four 
days of the petition campaign. 
The purpose of the drive is to 
urge that the Board of Greenbelt 
Cooperatives, Inc. (GCI) to re¬ 
verse its decision to divest the 
Co-op supermarket, pharmacy 
and service station or, at a mini¬ 
mum, extend the present opera¬ 
tion for six months beyond the 
planned March 31 divestiture 
date to permit a time for others 
to assume operations. 

The committee has scheduled 
open meetings at the City Council 
chambers on March 1 and 15, at 
8 p.m., to discuss the issue fur¬ 
ther, Over 5000 post card peti¬ 
tions have been circulated through 
the efforts of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., Windsor Green, Greenbriar 
and Charlestowne Village home- 
owner associations as well as the 
Boxwood, Woodland Hills, Lake- 
wood, Lakeside and Springhill 
Lake civic or citizens’ associa¬ 
tions. A clip out ad is in this 
issue of the News Review; it also 
lists locations for pick up peti¬ 
tion cards and drop boxes where 
they can be placed. 

“The committee is hoping to 
receive several thousand re¬ 
sponses if the citizens of Green¬ 
belt are to demonstrate to the 
GCI Board that they are serious 
about wanting to save the ser¬ 
vices,” according to SOS com¬ 
mittee chairman Joe Isaacs. 
Isaacs feels that an early large 
response is critical if the drive 
is to have impact on the GCS 
board members.

paign to teach cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) to at least 
350,000 county residents over the 
next seven years. This is one half 
of the entire Prince Georges 
County population. 

The proposed fee represents 
the “most realistic way to finance 
the added service,” Ayeis com¬ 
mented. 

County Councilman Richard 
Castaidi also sees the measure 
as “an equitable method to pro¬ 
vide emergency care. If we don’t 
do this (initiate the fee), the 
richer areas will be able to main¬ 
tain this service while the poorer 
areas will go without,” he said. 
Castaidi views the fee as a prac¬ 
tical way of financing the system 
since most insurance policies, in¬ 
cluding Medicare and Medicaid, 
will pay for ambulance service. 
With TRIM and the high cost of 
new equipment, Castaidi doesn’t 
see how the county can increase 
See RESCUE, page 5, col.

Court Orders Temporary Freeze 
Of Co-op Divestiture; Sets Hearing

Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. (GCI) has been ordered 
by the Circuit Court of Prince Georges County to cease 
temporarily its movement toward divestiture of its food 
store, pharmacy, and service station operations, and to 
show cause why further legal remedies should not be or¬ 
dered. 


The court injunction and order, 
issued on February 28 by Judge 
James Magruder Rea, were in 
response to a petition for in¬ 
junctive relief and for declara¬ 
tory judgment filed with the court 
that same day on behalf of three 
Greenbelt residents who are mem¬ 
bers of GCI—Beatrix D. White¬ 
hall, Albert K. Herling, and Robr- 
ert Earl Wilson. The attorneys 
for the three petitioners are 
Greenbelters F. Anthony McCar¬ 
thy and John T. Ward. GCI was 
not represented in this court ac¬ 
tion. 

The GCI Board of Directors 
decided on December 17, 1983, 
that the cooperative would di¬ 
vest itself of its supermarket, 
pharmacy and service station op¬ 
erating divisions, expand its 
SCAN furniture store activities, 
explore entering into a new busi¬ 
ness in addition to SCAN, and 
reduce its employment overhead. 
The reason given for divestiture 
was that the food stores, pharma¬ 
cies, and service stations had 
been operating at a loss for a 
number of years. The GCI Board 
set deadlines, within the month 
of March, 1984, for outside par¬ 
ties such as groups of members 
or other cooperatives to put to¬ 
gether financially sound plans to 
buy the facilities being divested. 

The ultimate goal of the peti¬ 
tioners is to force GCI to put the 
divestiture matter to a vote by 
the cooperative’s membership 
during its June meeting. The ar¬ 
guments Off the petitioners, as 
presented to the court, hinge 
around their belief that they have 
a right, as GCI members, to vote 
on the divestiture issue—a right 
they contend has been denied 
them and will cause them “irre¬ 
parable harm.” They argue that 
the decision by the GCI Board 


is flawed in three major particu¬ 
lars: 

1) The decision, they say, vio¬ 
lates fundamental cooperative 
principles under which members 
have a right to he consulted and 
give their approval on fundamen¬ 
tal changes in the cooperative. 

2) The decision, according to 
them, would render meaningless 
their contractual rights as mem¬ 
bers to exercise control over the 
cooperative through democratic 
means and to hold their repre¬ 
sentatives accountable. 

3) They contend that Maryland 
state law does not permit proxy 
votes in the election of officers 
of consumer cooperatives, which 
in turn they believe, means that 
the present GCI Board of Direc¬ 
tors “is improperly constituted 
under Maryland law,” which then 
leads them to the conclusion that 
the divestiture decision by that 
Board “is null and void. 

The plaintiffs have asked the 
court to order, in effect, that 
GCI maintain the status quo in 
all respects in its food store, 
pharmacy, and service station 
operations until the June mem¬ 
bership meeting; and further to 
order that divestiture he put be¬ 
fore the membership at that 
meeting, with use of proxy vot¬ 
ing to be specifically prohibited. 

The injunction issued by Judge 
Rea provides, until March 28. 
the status quo enjoinder asked 
for by the petitioners. Judge 
Rea's related order requires that 
GCI “show cause on or before 
the 15th day of March, 1984, why 
the relief requested in the . . . 
petition should not be granted 
. . and orders a hearing on 
the matter on Friday, March 23, 
at 9:30 a.m.

Major Francis T. Hutson, a 24-year veteran of the Bal¬ 
timore County Police Department, has been appointed Dep¬ 
uty Chief of the Greenbelt Police Department. According 
to City Manager James K. Giese, who announced the ap¬ 
pointment, the Deputy Chief is expected to become Chief 
upon the retirement of Chief William T. Lane in July. 
Major Hutson will retire from the Baltimore County De¬ 
partment and begin his duties in Greenbelt on March 5. 


At Baltimore County, Major 
Hutson was Commander of Pa¬ 
trol Area III, an area consisting 
of 70 square miles of land and 
180 miles of water front. The 
area has a population of 225,000. 
He directly supervised the day- 
to-day operations of 300 officers 
and civilians working in or out 
of three precinct stations and a 
marine unit. 

Beginning his career as a pa¬ 
trol officer, he worked his way 
through the ranks to become 
Commander of the Criminal In¬ 
vestigation Division prior to his 
present assignment. 

Major Hutson also has been 
project director for a newly 
formed program called Citizen 
Oriented Police Enforcement 
(C.G.P.E.) Program, This special 
police unit is designed to interact 
with the community, reduce citi¬ 
zen fear and encourage citizen 
participation in public safety. 

Major Hutson has an Associate 
Arts Degree in Criminal Justice 
from Essex Community College 
and is a graduate of the FBI 


National Academy and the Fed¬ 
eral Executive Institute Senior 
Executive Program. 

A certified assessor for ac¬ 
creditation for the Commission 
on Accreditation for Law En¬ 
forcement Agencies, Inc., Major 
Hutson has performed consulting 
work for other police jurisdic¬ 
tions.

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Help for Deaf Children 

To the Editor: 

It was recently announced to 
the parents of students at Ken¬ 
dall Demonstration Elementary 
School for the Deaf (KDES) and 
Model Secondary School for the 
Deaf (MSSD), both at Gallaudet 
College in Washington, D.C., that 
two legislative acts had been 
proposed affecting the schools: 
(1) proposed federal budget cuts 
of almost $10 million for the two 
schools; (2) proposed legislation 
to change the tuition-free status 
of the schools, charging the local 
school districts and/or the stu¬ 
dents’ parents with tuition fees. 

If these two proposals are en¬ 
acted the two federal schools will 
surely suffer. The tuition fee 
would amount to about $16,000 
a child. Most, if not all of the 
students, about 600 in all, would 
have to leave the school; thus 
missing an exceptional educa¬ 
tional opportunity. These pro¬ 
posals also affect deaf children 
throughout the United States as 
the research and programs de¬ 
veloped at KDES and MSSD are 
disseminated to schools for the 
deaf all over the country. 

There are several families in 
the Greenbelt area with children 
in these schools who need their 
friends* and neighbors* help in 
stopping these proposals from 
being adopted. We ask everyone 
to write or call their congress¬ 
men and senators asking their 
help in defeating these propos¬ 
als and also to contact President 
Reagan asking him to rescind his 
proposed budget cuts of federal 
funds to KDES and MSSD. 

Everyone’s help would be 
greatly appreciated in helping 
us provide our children with the 
quality education they need to be¬ 
come independent and self-suf¬ 
ficient citizens.

Support Efforts 

To the Editor: 

It is most understandable that 
many persons should wonder 
what goes on with two appar¬ 
ently rival groups trying to re¬ 
tain the Co-op foodstore, phar¬ 
macy and service station in 
Greenbelt. However, there really 
are not two rival groups: both 
Save Our Services (SOS) and 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative 
(GCC) have the same goal, to 
keep these services serving us 
here in Greenbelt. 

This is a difficult, uphill battle 
and no method to achieve this 
goal should be scorned. The SOS 
thrust is to attempt to convince 
the GCI management and board 
in Savage that they should not 
divest themselves of these opera¬ 
tions, or at least to give a more 
realistic length of time for an¬ 
other group to assume the ser¬ 
vices. GCC agrees completely 
with these goals but is trying 
to raise funds to purchase the 
present stores’ assets to continue 
operation under a new coopera¬ 
tive based here in Greenbelt. GCC 
would be happy if its efforts 
should not be needed, and SOS 
wants a facility in Greenbelt 
should their diplomacy fail. 

We need the convenience of all 
three, pharmacy, food store, and 
service station, and we all must 
support both these efforts. We 
cannot leave this task to any 
people other than ourselves.

More Time 

To the Editor: 

I write to argue in support of 
persuading the Greenbelt Co-op 
board to keep our supermarket 
open for six months while its 
future re-incarnation is being 
worked out. 

There is a story about a not- 
too-bright farmer who raised 
apples. He figured it cost him 
$4 per dozen to raise them. When 
he took them to market, he sold 
them for 30 cents each. Soon he 
discovered that hi was losing 
money. He thought it over a lot, 
and finally the solution came to 
him. What he needed was a 
bigger truck! 

I seriously doubt that what old 
Greenbelt needs on the premises 
of the supermarket is more of 
the same. 

I’m sure many of my fellow 
Greenbelters have watched as 
closely as I, and with equal con¬ 
cern, sometimes alarm, at the 
changes in our community and 
their impact on our three co-ops: 
GHI, GCS, and the late Twin 
Pines. 

Can we not learn from the de¬ 
mise of that latter organization? 
Certainly it had in many re¬ 
gards a superb track record: a 
concerned and involved member¬ 
ship, a dedicated and competent 
board and staff. In my opinion, 
Twin Pines had to be sold out 
because of rapidly changing eco¬ 
nomic realities that a co-opera¬ 
tive run by a volunteer board 
of directors could not cope with. 

Does not the GCS supermarket 
face a new set of economic reali¬ 
ties? Certainly it is a testament 
that it has survived as long as 
it has. Imagine the changes which 
have occurred since its founding 
when it was the only store in 
town and for miles, a time in 
which they were still building 
walkways instead of freeways. 

But where is their market 
now? They face superior com¬ 
petition from Giant and Safeway, 
which have larger selections and 
lower prices. And this will prob¬ 
ably remain true. So when it’s 
a five-minute drive to one and a 
seven-minute drive to the other, 
why do you go to the Co-op? 

I believe that there can be a 
viable role for the supermarket 
premises, but I don’t know 
enough now to know what it is, I 
like my wife’s idea of a smaller 
version of Philadelphia’s Bourse, 
or Washington’s old post office: 
a joint-use space shared by a 
number of small organizations, 
shops, a deli, a cafe, etc. Sure 
there are problems with that as

FIRE RESCUE SQUAD OPPOSES NEW PLAN 
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(Continued from page one) 

its ambulance service to those 
areas which he feels are not ade¬ 
quately covered. 

However, Dutton, serving his 
10th year on the Greenbelt Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department and Res¬ 
cue Squad (GVFDRS) as chief, 
and a career fire fighter with the 
District of Columbia, expressed 
his concerns that the proposed 
fee system would not accomplish 
what its proponents desire, and 
would adversely affect current 
ambulance service in Greenbelt 
as well as the volunteer move¬ 
ment itself. 

“We're not against the Ad¬ 
vanced Life Support system,” he 
explained. “But we are against 
the county’s method of funding 
it because of how it will affect 
us.” 

Greenbelt Facilities 

Greenbelt has two BLS em- 
bulances, which respond to ap¬ 
proximately 900 calls per year. 
Each time an ambulance goes out 
on a call, Dutton stated, it costs 
between $25-$50. (Fire trucks 
also respond to 900 calls per 
year, costing between $50-$75 for 
each trip.) About 40 percent of 
the calls do not necessitate a 
trip to the hospital, explained 
Jack Snoddy, president of the 
GVFDRS and a 30-year member 
of the squad. Since the county 
proposes to charge only for 
emergency trips and, it has been 
unofficially stated, the local unit 
would receive $10 out of the $50 
charge ($5 would go to the hos¬ 
pital for administrative costs), 
“this revenue will not cover the 
cost of one ambulance for one 
year, let alone two ambulances,” 
Snoddy maintained. 

Moreover, what happens when 
the Greenbelt ambulance responds 
first to the scene and stabilizes 
the victim? This is what Dutton 
and Snoddy feel is most likely 
to occur. ‘iWe’ll be there within 
two minutes to save the life—not 
the paramedics,” Dutton claimed. 
The MICU arrives four minutes 
later and transports the victim 
to the hospital. Who receives the 
fee? The MICU. The local unit 
would receive nothing, they as¬ 
sert. 

Snoddy and Dutton feel that 
the $10 is so small an amount 
as to be “a slap in the face” for 
the service rendered, that it is 
even more of a disservice than to 
receive nothing for their efforts, 
and has broader implications af¬ 
fecting their status as volunteers 
under the Good Samaritan Act 
and their charter. 

As volunteers, firefighters and 
ambulance personnel are pro¬ 
tected from malpractice suits un¬ 
der the Good Samaritan Act. Un¬ 
der the county's proposal, mal¬ 
practice insurance will be pur¬ 
chased by the county at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $77,000 in addition¬ 
al coverage. “Does this increase 
the likelihood of suits?” questions 
Dutton. Amendments to the Good 
Samaritan Law may be proposed 
in the General Assembly, Ayers

stated. 

Also, asks Dutton, “Does this 
mean that we are volunteers or 
professionals ? And we’re won¬ 
dering if we‘re violating our 
volunteer charter by accepting 
payments.” 

Greenbelt History 

Greenbelt has had its own am¬ 
bulance service since the mid- 
1940’s. Snoddy boasts that “It is 
the finest ambulance and fire ser¬ 
vice around. Citizens respect the 
service we provide,” he said. The 
department has an annual budget 
of $100,000, half of which is sup¬ 
ported with county dollars. The 
rest comes from the department's 
general fund, established pri¬ 
marily through the annual fund 
drive, usually held in April of 
each year, and to a lesser extent 
the bingo games held at the fire 
house every Friday night and 
other fund-raising activities. The 
department is now gearing up for 
its April drive. 

At the heart of the proposed 
county fee for service is how it 
will affect the fund drives of local 
volunteer fire companies. Green¬ 
belt provides free ambulance ser¬ 
vice to whoever requests it re¬ 
gardless of whether a person 
contributes to the fund drive. 
However, many citizens feel that 
their contribution has entitled 
them to free service and, in fact, 
the department promises free 
service with the green or gold 
card given on receipt of a $5 or 
$10 contribution. Greenbelt does 
no billing for its services. Thus, 
calls to victims of car accidents 
on the Parkway or heart attacks 
at a nearby shopping center us¬ 
ually bring no added revenue to 
support department activities. 

Last year, Greenbelt held its 
most successful drive, grossing 
$18,000 in contributions, up from 
$15,000 in 1982 and $12,000 in 
1981. Will citizens respond in 
this same generous manner if 
they know they will be billed for 
their hospital trips? And, with¬ 
out these contributions, will 
Greenbelt be able to provide the 
kind of service its citizens have 
come to expect since 1946? Or 
will the county have to raise its 
funding level to maintain ser¬ 
vice ? 

These are the major questions 
which Dutton, Snoddy and Henry 
Wynkoop, vice president and 
chairman of the fund drive, are 
most concerned about. Current 
county revenues, they feel, will 
not cover the cost of the services 
they now provide. Moreover, 
Greenbelt owns its two ambul¬ 
ances. They replaced a chassis on 
one of the vehicles last year at 
a cost of $20,000. Every ten 
years they purchase a new am¬ 
bulance with a $50,000-$60,000 



price tag. Their last pumper 
truck cost $160,000. The major 
pieces of equipment are pur¬ 
chased by the GVFDRS. The 
county pays for certain supplies, 
gas and maintenance on the fire 
trucks and on one ambulance. 

“We don’t think we can pro¬ 
vide the service citizens are ac¬ 
customed to without two ambul¬ 
ances,” Snoddy commented. Ser¬ 
vices like trips to the doctor’s 
office for those who can't sit or 
walk, oxygen runs, trips to help 
an elderly person who falls out 
of bed may be the kind of ser¬ 
vices Greenbelt will no longer 
be able to provide if funding 
levels are not maintained. 

Dutton also wondered if an el¬ 
derly person would be afraid to 
call the ambulance, knowing that 
he or she would be billed for the 
service. Even though insurance 
companies and Medicare will pay, 
sometimes the elderly do not wish 
to incur the expense. Besides, said 
Wynkoop, “the cost is added to 
the hospital bill. Won’t this in¬ 
crease insurance costs in the long 
run?” Glendening has stated that 
no indigent person will be refused 
ambulance service or will be 
forced to pay. 

Alternative Solution 

Dutton advises that the county 
could improve its services to 
southern regions by relocating its 
four MICUs to central portions 
of the county instead of on the 
county lines. He also doubts that 
the new units would save the 200 
lives per year the county says 
will happen once the additional 
units are in service. He feels 
that the CPR classes would save 
more lives than the MICUs and 
this could be organized through 
the Southern Maryland Heart As¬ 


sociation, which is already in¬ 
volved in this work. In cardiac 
arrest cases, experts agree that 
administration of CPR increases 
the survival rate to 45 percent. 
Without CPR, only 10 percent of 
these cardiac victims survive. 

Clearly, Greenbelt’s 90-member 
force is one of the most active 
in the county. Forty to fifty men 
are qualified to ride the appara¬ 
tus. The county supplies Green¬ 
belt with only three professional 
firefighters, whereas in many 
other stations the county sup¬ 
plies between five and fifteen fire¬ 
fighters, according to deStefano. 
Each firefighter is trained to per¬ 
form rescue work. Greenbelt has 
12 men who sleep in the station 
each night. These men usually go 
out on each ambulance call. 

Greenbelt volunteers are proud 
of their years of service to the 
community, proud of their repu¬ 
tation, proud of the volunteer 
spirit which draws sons, grand¬ 
sons, wives, mothers, daughters 
and granddaughters into their 
protective, family environment. 

“This company is strongly vol¬ 
unteer-oriented,” said Dutton. 
“We still have a lot of questions 
that have not been answered.” 

Laurel Response 

The Laurel Volunteer Rescue 
Squad has already notified the 
county that it will not participate 
in the fee program. However, 
Laurel receives a yearly tax 
stipend of $60,000 from the city 
and is the only squad not linked 
to the county fire department. The 
city of Greenbelt contributes no 
funds to support the department, 
except occasionally to help in the 
maintenance or expansion of the 
building, which the city owns. 

Berwyn Heights charges $25 


for ambulance service. Dutton 
stated that this fee is deducted 
from the amount the person may 
have contributed to the fund 
drive. The fee has not affected 
the success of Berwyn’s recent 
fund drive, Dutton commented. 

County Council Action 

Glendening announced h i s 
emergency medical services in¬ 
itiative on February 2. The bill, 
CB 26, was introduced two weeks 
ago before the County Council 
and is currently being reviewed 
by the Committee of the Whole. 
It is expected to come before the 
council for second reading on 
March 6, followed by public hear¬ 
ings. In the meantime, various 
county and volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment members are meeting to de¬ 
velop their positions on the issue. 
The bill is strongly supported by 
the County Fire Chief, M. H. 
“Jim” Estepp, who has been 
meeting with local groups to ex¬ 
plain the proposal and gain their 
support.
